TEXAS HORNED TOAD 


Here is one of the most interesting, fascinating pets that you will ever own. They are harmless and quickly adapt them- 
selves to their surroundings. They can live indefinitely without food and water and indefinitely on very small quantities. 

This little fellow thrives on small insects and ants. Due to this fact his upkeep constitutes no expense. 

Place your pet in a container (cardboard box) or anything that he cannot crawl out of. Place about 2 inches of sand 


on the bottom of the container for him to burrow in. 

During the winter he is not nearly so active as he is in the spring and summer as this is the time of the year they 
hibernate in their natural habitat. For best results keep him in a room with a temperature of about 75 degrees and feed 
him a few insects once or twice a week. Their diet consists of mealworms, live flies, spiders, and they are particularly fond 
of live ants. Until they get accustomed to their surroundings they like privacy when eating and consume food when you 


are away from them.

In his natural habitat he secures his water by lapping dew from small plants and grass. It is advisable to put a green 
plant or sprig of grass in his container and sprinkle it with water once or twice a week. 

If going on a month’s vacation just forget about old Tex’s food and water. He will be alive when you return.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE MEXICAN 
JUMPING BEAN 


Mexican Jumping Beans are one of Nature’s most amazing curios. They are 
a never-ending source of interest and amusement. They are neither plant nor 
animal but partly both. The Jumping Bean consists of an irritable and remark- 
ably energetic insect larva (or white worm) living inside of the hollowed out 
seed pod of a spurge plant that grows in the arid foothills in certain areas in 
Mexico. 


The normal seed-containing “beans” are heavy and inert but the hollowed 
out jumping beans are light and active. The enlarged, restless larva within 
each jumping bean throws itself from one way to the other as the bean jumps; 
and this is repeated again and again for the six months to a year that the bean 
lasts. Action is frequent during warm periods but slow or stopped when cold. 


CARE OF THE BEANS 


An overworked larva in a Jumping Bean gets tired. Too much summer 
sunlight or artificial heat should be avoided. Some over enthusiastic Bean owners 
have killed their “little jumpers” through over roasting and baking. The initial 
results were fine but the end results were terrible. 


Usually the larva gets a good rest each night but it can stand a lot of 
action on hot days and nights. If the performance is good in the shade, there 
is no need for the sun. Later in the year (at cooler temperatures) sunshine or 
mild artificial heat stimulates performance. Even holding the beans in the 
hand is helpful. 

In its Mexican habitat the Jumping Bean gets all of the moisture it needs 
from dew at night. An occasional sprinkle (about once a week) is beneficial 
but overwetting the beans is not. The larva breathes like other animals and 
requires air so Jumping Beans should be kept in a ventilated container. Mexican 
Jumping Beans require no food. They are absolutely harmless and nothing like 
them occurs anywhere else in the world.
